After two surgeries at Mass 
General Hospital, Senesi has been 
upgraded to stable condition and, 
according to her mother, Janet Sen- 
esi, while there is no timetable for 
when her daughter will return 
home, Lauren is now out of the 
woods, 

Senesi, along with two of her 
friends, was a passenger in a car 
heading east on Lake Street (tow- 
ards Wilmington near the town line) 
around 4:30 p.m. on an icy and

Senesi was in the back seat wear- 
ing a lap safety belt. The lap belt 
probably kept Senesi from being 
thrown from the vehicle, but impact 
with the belt caused serious internal 
injuries. 

Patuto, who according to an acci- 
dent report filed by Tewksbury Po- 
lice was also wearing a seat belt, was 
taken to Saints Memorial Hospital's 
St. John's campus in Lowell and 
treated for minor injuries. Allyson 
Giordano, 15. who was in the front 
Passenger's seat and not wearing a 
seat belt according to the report,

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also suffered minor injuries but did 
not require hospitalization. 

Had the weather conditions not 
have been so windy and snowy, 
Scnesi would have been air-lifted to 
Mass General. After being assisted 
by both Tewksbury and Wilmington 
police officers and EMTs, Senesi 
was taken by ambulance to the 
Boston hospital. 

Immediately after entering the 
hospital, Senesi underwent three 
hours of surgery. The doctors at 
first thought her condition was 
going to be a lot worse than it 
turned out to be, Janet Senesi said, 
when they rioticed that Lauren had 
severed an artery and had sustained 
damage to her pancreas, small intes- 
tine and colon. 

Senesi also had her appendix re- 
moved r the force from the 
accident caused it to shift to the 
opposite side of her body. 

She also suffered breaks to two 
bones in her back, which have not 
resulted in any paralysis... 
was scheduled to undergo back. sur- 
gery Wednesday. After lying on 
her back for two straight weeks, she 
will have a rod put in her back as 
well as having bone chips removed 
from her hip to be fused in her third 
vertebrae. 

According to the doctors, Lauren 
should be walking a few days after 
the surgery on her back and they 
promised her that she will be back 
to normal on May 29 - the day of the 
Junior Prom, which Lauren has 
been asked to go to. 

As of Tuesday afternoon, Janet 
Senesi said that her daughter had 
been through hell. After the three 
hours in surgery, her stomach was 
still open. The doctors were very 
concerned at that moment that they 
might not have been able to close 
her back up. After watching her 
very closely, which included the 
monitoring of infections, she was 
“zippered up from top to bottom,” 
her mother said. 

After a very vigorous first day, 
Senesi spent the next five days in the 
Intensive Care Unit, but now has 
been moved to a regular room. 
Right-now it is very hard for her to 
use her mouth, therefore she has 
been on elementary (pureed) food 
for the two weeks. She can take ice 
chips to moisten her mouth. 

Janet Senesi also said Lauren has 
been kind of blue, but has been 
doing a lot better, thanks in large 
part to supportive friends and fami- 
ly members. 

"Lauren has been through a lot. 
But she is a tough kid and she is 
doing great," said Janet Senesi. 
"Everyone has been so good to her. 
She has about 10-12 different 
friends visit her everyday. They 
have bought her a CD Player, CDs, 
they make her posters and every- 
thing. Her soccer team came in, her 
coaches and teachers - everyone has 
been so great.” 

Janet, also said that when Lauren 
gets home, in addition to the Junior 
Prom, she will have a tutor and a lot 
of physical therapy to look forward

Miceli, Melaragni set for Town 
Meeting sewer clash

When State Rep. Jim Miceli of 
Webber Street and Lowell Cable

a sewage system for Webber 
Street at Wilmington’s Annual 
Town Meeting April 27, it.won't 
be the first time a politician and a 
journalist have sparred publicly; it 
won't even be the first time this 
particular politician and this par- 
ticular journalist have had at it. 
But in this scenario, which first 
played itself out at Special Town 
Meeting Dec. 4 and was rekindled 
Tuesday night at first a meeting of 
the board of water and sewer 
commissioners and then at the fi- 
nance committee's public hearing 
to review town meeting articles, 
neither is coming from his chosen 
profession. They are just two 
Wilmington residents on opposite 
sides of a neighborhood issue 
The issue is sewers and better- 
ments. Miceli wants the latter to 
pay for the former on his street 
(Webber), while Melaragni, de- 
fending the interests of his par- 
ents, Remo and Concetta, who live 
on Webber Street, doesn’t 
Tuesday night at the water and 
sewer meeting. Miceli unveiled a 
proposed amendment to Article 42 
of the Town Meeting Warrant, 
‘which as currently drafted would 
provide for a sewer line serving 
seven of Webber Street's 11 
homes to be paid for with better- 
ments. The Betterments Act delit 
vers a formula based on square 
footage and frontage for dividing 
the cost between abutters benefit- 
ing from a project. 
Miceli’s amendment would have

the sewer project bypass the 
homes at 7. 8. and 9 Webber 
Street, thus hopefully quieting 
opposition from five of the nine 
residents of the street who have 
sianetaepodencegnigas ihe origi- 
nal articfe.

The amendment would cut the 
Morellis (7), O’Rourkes (8), and 
Elizabeth Longland (9) from the 
project but not the Melaragnis, 
who with help from son Paul de- 
feated a bid by Miceli and others 
in December to establish a sewer 
project for. Webber Street. It 
would leave a 2-2 situation, with 
the Micelis (11) and the Neales 
(10) in favor of and the 
Melaragnis. (12) and Robinsons 
(15) against the sewer. 

“We'll take you right out with 
an amendment, cut it down to four 
of us.” Miceli said after the fin- 
com hearing. “This is the only 
way you can get sewer in under 
the Betterments Act.” 

The Melaragni's argument then 
is the same as it is now: they say 
they cannot afford the approxi- 
mately $11,000 estimated cost and 
therefore don't want the sewer 
project. A majority of town vo- 
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ters agreed with them Dec, 4. 

“I think the voters at the Dec. 4 
town meeting shot this down on its 
own merits,” Paul Melaragni said 
after the hearing. 

At that hearing,.Miceli and 
Melaragni jockeyed for some 
early position in the form of a 
finance committee recommenda- 
tion for or against the project. 

For Miceli and Jay Neale, who 
has remained in favor of the pro- 
ject, the ability to hook into the 
town's sewer line - which services 
just 12 percent of the town - at all 
is a blessing, the availability of 
betterments a veritable godsend. 

Miceli said he has tried to com- 
promise, but only received an of- 
fer that would have him and Neale 
pay for the entire project - not a 
compromise according to Miceli. 

A better one, according to Wat- 
er and Sewer Commission Chair- 
man Noel Baratta,.would be to 
have the homeowners. divide the 
cost equally, regardless of square 
footage or frontage. For now, : 
Baratta and the board of water 
and sewer commissioners, who % 
supported the measure at the Dec. 
4 meeting, said he can see both 
sides-of the issue. 

“We're kind of torn,” he said, 
“Sewer makes sense, but we can 
understand the community disa- 
greement.”

The acceptance as town ways, 
certain streets (seven of them) is the 
focus of Article 15, while 16 allows 
the treasurer to continue the 
revolving fund established at the 
Dec, 4, 1995 Special Town Meeting.

Article 20 seeks to appropriate 
funds for the Route 38 Corridor 
Sewer Project, including the authori- 
zation of the water and sewer 
commissioners to acquire land inter- 
ests for the project. The estimated 
price tag here is $985,000. Article 21 
looks for money (an estimated $1 
million) for the design and 
construction of a raw water main 
from the Shawsheen Avenue well- 
field to the Butters Row Water Treat- 
ment Plant, while 22 looks at 
financing ($80,000) a design for the 
Lowell Street Sewer Project. 

Article 23, if voted, will continue 
the revolving fund established at the 
April 22, 1995 Town Meeting for 
DEP grant monies the town was shut 
out of last year by the state agency. 

Article 24 is to see if the town will 
appropriate funds for the con- 
struction of septic systems or for 
loans to homeowners to build septic 
systems. 

On paper, Article 25 appears 
insignificant. But as Caira explained 
Tuesday, the article would abandon 
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Establishe 


Olde Ballardvale Street (located in 


the middle of property owned by 
Agfa Corp.) as a public way, thus 
freeing a potential $24,000 sale of 
the land to Agfa, which would then 
construct a new hi; facility on 
the 800-by-30-foot strip. Caira said 
Article 25 may be the most 
significant action town meeting will 
take in terms of a positive effect for 
the town. 


Articles 26 and 27 deal with public 
utilities (wires and poles, primarily) 
‘on public streets, 26 proposing a by- 
law change. 

Article 28 seeks to allow the town 
to regulate construction of ex- 
cessively subs andard lots (5,000 
square feet or less) by exempting 
Wilmington from a provision of the 
State’s laws.

Articles 32-44 have all -been 
petitioned for placement on the war- 
rant. Articles 32-35 are land transfer 
Tequests, 36 asks for an easement, 37 
for a right of way, and 38 for a 
restriction of commercial traffic on 
Woburn Street. 

The petitioner seeks the acqui- 
sition of land near Andover Street by 
eminent domain with article 39. The 
aim of Articles 40 and 41 is for 
residents to gain waivers to take the 
civil service exam to become fire 
fighters, despite being over the 
maximum age. 

Article 42 seeks town money for 
the construction of a sewage system 
on Webber Street. 

The only two rezoning articles on 
the warrant take the final two 
numbers, 43 and 44. Both look for 
rezonings of several parcels. of land 
from R-60 to R-20.

Dear Parents, Students & Staff: 

As you are probably well aware, the above excerpt was selected from a 
number of blatantly false and damaging statements contained in a front 
page article in the March 18th edition of the Lowell Sun. The article 
purportedly represents the "facts" related to a drug raid conducted by 
Wee police on an Eighth Street, Lowell, residence on Friday, March 15, 

996. 
' As a school community, we are still reeling from the damage these 
falsehoods have had on the reputation of our high school. The purpose of 
this letter is to provide the accurate and factual information which, for 
whatever reason, was not to be found in the Lowell Sun report written by 
Lisa Redmond.

seomseasion Of besoin on seaoat sro Tewksbury police have confirmed 
that one (1) high school aged youth, nota student at Tewksbury Memorial 
High School. 


, was arrested on heroin charges off school property at some 
time this year. [Editor's note: Tewksbury police recorded zero juvenile 
arrests for drug possession in 1996.] 

A second, but just as flagrant inaccuracy in the article was the mention 
that, "...included in the stream of addicts, who came from as far away as 
Medford and New Hampshire for heroin, Busby said, were a half-dozen 
16- and 17-year-old Tewksbury High School students who showed up to 
buy heroin...” The fact is, as confirmed by both Lowell and Tewksbury 
police, three young men who identified themselves to police as Tewksbuiry 
High School students did appear at the scene and only one (1) was, in 
actuality, enrolled as a student in our school. 

One (1) student, out of a school population of nearly 850, at the scene of 
the raid is a far different picture than the one painted by Ms. Redmond by 
her reference to a half-dozen addicts showing up to buy heroin and her 
mention of previous arrests of several students for possession of heroin on 
school grounds. 

While the reporting has been inaccurate and irresponsible (no school 
official was contacted by the Lowell Sun for comment and/or confirmation 
prior to the publishing of this article), and a “correction” of little substance 
has appeared buried in the inner pages of subsequent editions of that paper, 
the damage has been done. Will the Boston electronic media run retractions 
of their reports, aired Tuesday morning? Will those stations air our 
tremendous successes -- rising test scores, early college acceptances, 
all-state chorus selections, DECA national qualifiers and league 
championships? 

We at Tewksbury Memorial High School are not in denial about potential 
and actual substance abuse problems that exist in our school community 
and the community at large. At this time we can only affirm our continuing 
commitment to a balance of appropriate education and maximum dccount- 
ability. We believe, as the title of our school newsletter suggests [Ed. note: 
The newsletter's name is “Together"], that we can be successful in 
addressing this and other problems if we work together as a community 
whose priority is providing for the academic, social and emotinal needs of 
our youth.

‘Mock disaster at nursing home

“We had four injuries, one with 
smoke inhalation, one with burns 
on arms and legs, one person 
confined to bed, and one fatality.

“We'll have another one where 
| more people are injured, and we'll 
pick things that could possibly 
happen in this area,” he said.

“We'll do drills on floods, 
power outages, disasters that could 
happen.” 

A mock triage area was set-up, 
and the Wilmington Fire De- 
partment, along with Armstrong 
ambulance services, assisted with 
the drill.

“Sometimes they don’t call me, 
they just come by to check the 
alarm and make sure there are no 
obstructions in the hallways. We 
have always done well,” he said.

Star Collector's "Rock of Ages" lives up to its title. 


The ‘above illustrates perfectly 
the lifelong obsession/love affair/ 
career Bennett has enjoyed with 
music. His desires to perform in 
front of people and get paid for it, 
his ability for self-promotion and 
marketing to get that chance and 
the relentless education he seeks 
for himself to keep one step ahead 
of the topsy-turvy music game 
have all grown as he has. 

Bennett, now 30, runs a host of 
profitable businesses from his 
home on Grove Avenue, where he 
has lived all his life. But since 
first picking up a guitar at age 12, 
Bennett has clung to the one goal 
of being, yes, a rock and roll star. 
His newest band is called Star 
Collector. The rest is a fun, 
educational way to pay the bills 
(and then some) while striving 
towards that goal. 

“If I want.to do music,” Bennett 
said, “I have to find a way to 
make money.” 

Kashmir, Wilmington 

In the basement of Bennett's 
Grove Avenue house is Kashmir 
Studios, where close to 400 bands 
have laid down tracks’on the road 
to trying to fulfjll their own rock 
and roll dreams. Bennett built it 
in 1985 to record some of his own

songs and from there it evolved 
into another business. For an 
hourly fee, Bennett will. record 
the sounds, mix them into songs 
and sometimes offer creative, 
logistical and formatting input 
(known as producing). 

From there, through his Super- 
dups company, Bennett creates the 
tangible product of a compact disc 
or cassette. He brokers out the 
actual disc or cassette for manu- 
facture, and supplies his own 
graphic arts design service for 
album covers and liner notes. For 
somewhere in the neighborhood 
of $2,000-$5,000, Bennett will 
hand you a box of between 500- 
1,000 of your very own compact 
discs or cassettes. Then, if you 
wish, he'll help you sell them 
through his mail order catalog, 
which reaches all 50 states and 22 
foreign countries, or through his 
Powerload CD sampler service. 

With these services, Bennett 
will also give a band so much 
more - priceless advice culled 
from years of experience trying to 
make his own rock bands succeed. 

Bennett, who has been in “three 
or four pretty decent bands,” 
instills in those he records a sense 
of professionalism and dedication 
and blends in a big dose of reality. 
The first thing he does is to dispel 
the myth that three or four guys 
who play instruments and write 
songs will step off the little stage 
of some bar and into the New 
York offices of Capitol Records. 
It’s not that simple. The odds of 
getling signed to a major record 
deal for any band are worse than 
slim and the odds of hitting the 
big time once signed still slimmer. 

But through hard work, perse- 
verance and lots of marketing, the 
dream can remain at least that. 

Marketing 101 

Bennett is a marketing whiz 
with a complete grasp of every as- 
pect of what it takes to sell a rec- 
ord. He's sold thousands of his 
own, and thousands more for 
other bands. Over the years he 
has taken perceptions gathered 
from his own record collecting, 
from watching partygoers respond 
to his DJ'ing, and barhoppers re- 
act to live music. 

“You never start from scratch,” 
Bennett says. “Maybe a band 
starts from scratch but you always 
have your previous knowledge.” 

It began with his first band, The 
Connection, which put out a 45 
single that had airplay on 80 radio

stations but could get no further. 
Bennett said to himself “I can do 
all this myself” and Krystal Rose 
Music, named for his niece, was 
born. 

He did it himself with his next 
band, Witch. Bonnie, with which 
Bennett's marketing skills kicked 
into high gear, The band sold 
around 5,000 albums in the four 
years they were together, built a 
nationwide support network with 
fans and eventually were turned 
down by almost 25 major record 
labels. The problem, Bennett 
heard, was that the type of music 
they were playing - street level, 
tongue-in-cheek pop metal (a la 
Mitley Criie) was on its way out 
in 1992. 

OK, try again. 

With connections built from 
four years of playing at the top of 
the Boston club scene, Bennett 
created a local Supergroup, called 
Acid Jack, which would dig into 
the trendy Seattle-based music of 
the 90’s - Pearl Jam, Alice in 
Chains, Soundgarden type stuff. 
The band lasted eight months and 
played seven shows, the first and 
last at Great Woods. But it didn’t 
work, mainly because in his re- 
lentless pursuit of his rock and 
roll dream, Bennett left behind 
some of his love for music. 
Grunge wasn’t his bag. 

“I want great musicians, great 
people and music I love,” Bennett 
said. 

That music is 60's and 70's era 
pop, the music of the Beatles, the 
Byrds and the Monkees. What 
Bennett now calls Star Collector. 

Looking to collect 

Star Collector is now over a 
year old, having completed work 
on their debut CD, “Rock of 
Ages,” this time last year. Bennett 
describes the disc as containing 


“10 songs that the band really 
likes - Beatlesque tunes of a pop 
culture.” 

The albums opening salvo, 
however, rips through the digital 
sky with an 80's pop metal salute, 
invoking the best of bands like 
Def Leppard and Poison. This is 
catchy, joyous, movie montage 
stuff but stands as the gateway to a 
batch of finely crafted, highly 
digable pop ditties, highlighted by

a cover of Neil Diamond's “Look 
Out (Here Comes Tomorrow)” 
which was originally recorded by 
The Monkees. The disc concludes 
with “For What It's Worth,” a 
detour onto an acoustic country 
road for a short, leisurely stroll 
that could be the best on the 
record, 

Throughout, the band displays 
tiptop musicianship and flawless 
sound. Drummer Chris Hawk 
provides smooth, British-type vo- 
cals that melt into each number 
while the lead guitars (Bennett and 
Clint Lurvey) keep crisp and 
strong throughout on top of a 
steady rhythm section (Hawk and 
bassist Eric Yanaway) that fits 
neatly into place. 

This is fun, catchy pop music, a 
sunny day at a bedch packed with 
rock and roll girls and even the 
cloudy spots reveal rings of gold.

j fishing : fun, relaxing and cheap 


Why has oceanic fish become so 
costly? There are several reasons. 

A common practice for catching 
bottom fish, such as cod, is the use 
of drag-netting. This technique sees 
a weighted net dragged across the 
bottom, scooping up everything in 
its path. The practice is effective, 
but perhaps too effective. 

If every square inch of the ocean 
floor is scraped (impossible, but it 
helps make the argument) then how 
can fish survive? Only those that

will get to breed next year? Ouch! 

There are reports from divers of 
huge’areas of the sea floor swept as 
clean as the Sahara. These reports 
are argued and doubted by some. 
but it does make one think. 

Harvesting any animal resource, 
and this applies to deer hunters just 
as it does to commercial fishermen, 
requires some discipline. Take too 
much and there's nothing left. Take 
some and leave enough to rebound 
and the resource will provide for 
years to come. 

Today, the feds are closing off 
areas to fishing, limiting the size of 
the catch that can be taken, and one 
federal program is even buying‘up 
the boats of commercial fishermen. 
That's why fish is expensive these 
days -- there aren't as many fish 
being caught, and not as many folks 
catching them. 

Commercial fishing is in trouble 
in New England, but that situation 
shouldn't last forever. Give the 
closures a few years to work and 
the fish stock should recover well. 
Just look at the Striped Bass! 

Stripers were a commercial fish 
for many years. Even sport anglers 
could sell their catch of stripers, no 
matter how many they took or how 
small the fish. Then, a sharp decline 
was noticed. Nobody was catching 
any stripers at all, let alone the big 
"bull" stripers of yesteryear. 


Size limits were put into effect, 
commercial fishing for stripers was 
outlawed, and folks grumbled. But 
today, stripers are back in a big 
way. The mouth of the Merrimack 
River, in Newburyport. is a hotspot 
for big stripers, with many 36-inch 
"keepers" taken annually. Striped 
bass were protected for a time, and 
they responded, big time. 

Now, we're giving cod and other 
commercial fish a rest. It may take 
a few years, but the effort will pay 
off. I've already noticed more big 
cod taken by party boats, and the 


improvment should continue. We 
can never go back to the unlimited 
commercial fishing of the past, but 
with some management and some 
discipline, our ocean fish will be a 
self-sustaining resource well into 
the next century and beyond. 

If you're willing to pay the price, 
go right ahead and buy the haddock 
and halibut you've come to enjoy. 

Or, if you're willing to save a few 
bucks and have fun in the process, 
try some of the freshwater species, 
at least for a while. 

Once the ice is out, the crappie 
will come to the surface to spawn. 
They're not as big as a 20-pound 
cod, and it takes two fish to make a 
serving instead of two fish to feed 
an infantry battalion, but crappie is 
sweet and delicate, and plentiful. 

Yellow perch are everywhere, in 
huge numbers. Perch is also sweet 
and delicate white meat, but you've 
got to catch a bucketful to feed the 
neighborhood. 

So think about it. Get yourself a 
fishing license and consider putting 
local fish on the dinner plate, You 
can save a ton of money, and have 
fun catching dinner, at least until 
the price of ocean fish comes back 
down to reasonable levels. 

Such a deal!

“The Wildwood is due to close 
at the end of the current school 
year because the Francis 
Wyman School will be reopening 
as an elementary facility in 


“Town Administrator David 
Owen, Assistant Town Admini- 
strator Lawrence Rittenberg 
and Selectman George Judge 
met with representatives of the 
Federalist Project recently to 
discuss possible use of the 
Wildwood. 

“It is expected that when the 
Wildwood closes, the School 
Committee will state it has no 
further educational use for the 
building and turn it over to the 
Board of Selectmen. 

“Selectmen Chairman Robert 
Marrano said that regardless of 
the School Department's feel- 
ings toward the charter school 
(the reaction has been almost 
totally negative), if the applica- 
tion is approved, the charter 
school will find a location in 
Burlington. 

“Marrano said the town may 
as well gain the rental income 
and added that a use for the 
Wildwood needs to be deter- 
mined fairly soon. 

“We're going to be reaching 
a long-term or short-term deci- 
sion on the Wildwood, he said. 


“A decision on the application 
for the Burlington charter 
school, which would initially 
contain grades K-2 with about 80 
students, is expected in mid- 
March. 

“Charter schools, included in 
the 1993 Education Reform Act, 
operate with public funds, but 
are operated by a private board 
of directors.”

“The Wildwood is due to close 
at the end of the current school 
year because the Francis 
Wyman School will be reopening 
as an elementary facility in 


“Town Administrator David 
Owen, Assistant Town Admini- 
strator Lawrence Rittenberg 
and Selectman George Judge 
met with representatives of the 
Federalist Project recently to 
discuss possible use of the 
Wildwood. 

“It is expected that when the 
Wildwood closes, the School 
Committee will state it has no 
further educational use for the 
building and turn it over to the 
Board of Selectmen. 

“Selectmen Chairman Robert 
Marrano said that regardless of 
the School Department’s feel- 
ings toward the charter school 
(the reaction has been almost 
totally negative), if the applica- 
tion is approved, the charter 
school will find a location in 
Burlington. 

“Marrano said the town may 
as well gain the rental income 
and added that a use for the 
Wildwood needs to be defer- 
mined fairly soon. 

“We're going to be reaching 
a long-term or short-term deci- 
sion on the Wildwood, he said. 


“A decision on the application 
for the Burlington charter 
school, which would initially 
contain grades K-2 with about 80 
students, is expected in mid- 
March, 

“Charter schools, included in 
the 1993 Education Reform Act, 
operate with public funds, but 
are operated by a private board 
of directors.”

Though a long-time film edi- 
tor, this was too big a project for 
him to be cutting his teeth on, a 
the pacing is ponderous., There 
are exciting scenes, but overall 
this is far too talky and much 
too long. Audiences expect their

After a hard rain, go up to 
the attic to examine the un- 
derside of the roof deck, Poke 


with your knife and screw- 
driver to locate wet, darkened 
or deteriorating wood on the 
ceiling beams or rafters. If you 
find any, trace the moisture 
path back to its origin. This 
may be tough; the steeper the 
roof’s pitch, the farther the 
moisture can travel from its 
entry point to where it is col- 
lected. 


Next, turn off the lights and 
look for pinholes or cracks of 
daylight in the roof surface. 
When you find the leak, 
measure its location in relation 
to a reference point, like a 
chimney or vent stack. This 
will help in locating it from the 
top of the roof. 

Aside from checking the 
shit , you ang Hey in- 
spect the flashing a e rain 
gear. Flashing is the thin metal 
bands that form a-watertight 
seal where the chimneys, 
vents, dormers, skylights, and 
vertical walls meet or enter the 
roof. 


Rain gear — the roof’s 
downspouts and gutters — 
channels water from the roof 
to the ground. In doing so, it 
prevents water stains on 
siding, trim and masonry and

your binoculars, Look for ob- 
vious trouble spots, like miss- 
ing, cracked or warped 
shingles. Then, search for loose 
flashing or rust stains on the 
sag ig caused bape d 
nails, Pay especially close at- 
tention to flasl around 
chimneys, vent sta: and in 
roof valleys. Check for cracks 
in the roofing tar that is often 
used with the flashing or that 
has been applied over leaks.

Different types 
show characteristic signs of 
wear. It shi may 
crack, warp or show bald spots 
where mineral granules have 
worn away. Wi pats et and 
shakes often cup and become 
brittle by exposure to the sun. 
Tile and slate frequently chip, 
crack or come loose. Built-up 
roofs can reveal bare patches 
from blown-away gravel or 
curled roofing felt. 

Once you find the trouble, 
how do you decide if it needs a 


quick patch up or professional 
attention? If your exterior in- 
qeecen turns up a few miss- 
ig, loose or split shingles, 
defective flashings or clogged 
eh you can probably 
ndle it, provi the roof 
isn’t too steep or too high. 
- But you may discover 
decayed rafters or large areas 
of bad shingles. In these cases, 
call in a qualified roofing 
professional to evaluate the 
damage and suggest possible 
cures.
